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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

Applicant's amendment after final received on 10/13/05 has been entered. Claims 2-3, 
11-16, 20-21, 28, 31, and 34 are canceled. Claims 1, 4-10, 17-19, 22-27, 29-30, 32-33, and 35 are 
pending in the instant application. 

The rejection of claims 17-19, 25-26, 31, and 35 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Neurath et al. is withdrawn in view of applicant's cancellation of claim 31 and 
applicant's amendment to claim 17, which adds the limitation that the immunostimulatory 
molecule is "in addition" to the biologically active molecule. Neurath et al. does not teach or 
suggest incorporating both a biologically active molecule and an immunostimulatory molecule 
into HBsAg particles. 

Following entry of this examiner's amendment, claims 1, 4-10, 17-19, 22-27, 29-30, 32- 
33, and 35, are considered allowable.
